MArmorA, May 28, 1867. 
Rain, heay and incessant, ever since the 
snow went off, has not only sadly hindered 
farming operations, but mining operations 
Both aboye ground and beneath 
ground, a great damper or a sort of atmos- 
pherical wet blanket, has been the order of 
the day. All diggings or excavations, haye 
very quickly been filled with water either 
trom above or from below. This has been 
very trying and discouraging to all parties, 
as in the country, a wet seed time, or har- 
vest time, is something melancholy and la- 
mentable, Long faces, and a dread of empty 
barns, and ofstill more empty pockets, have 
been the kind of apperations which haye 
| appeared before us all. The weather has 
| been good for driving saw logs down the 
| lakes, rivers and creeks, and over the rapids 
and waterfalls, also for frogs and young 
goslings; but what other classes of the com- 
munity haye been benefitted by the almost 
daily rain, would be somewhat difficult to 
determine. Very wet or very dry weather, 
both extremes following each other in long 


also, 


spells, seems to be more and more establish- 
ed as the natural order, for this part of the 
great British American Dominion. Farmers 


in this neighborhood, are not generally 


\half through the “springs work,” and how 


it is to be finished during the short remain- 
der of the sowing time, without an immedi 
ate change in the weather, is a matter which 
presents a somewhat serious difficulty. Low 
and flat or heavy clay lands, cannot be plow- 
ed at all, for they are soaked and sodden 
with water, beyond all recovery for the pre: 
sent season, It has been only hilly or roll- 
ing land, or light sandy soil, that could be 
put under crop this season, and all grain 
has been put into the ground much later 
than usual. We can only hope that agen- 
ial or favourable summer may ripen it in 
time for a more favorable harvest than we 
now have reason to anticipate. Certainly 
| this ia the coldest, wettest, and most back- 
ward spring that we have experienced for 
many years. 

Meteorologists seem at fault in the mat- 
ter, they do not announce or predict any- 
thing of the kind in their almanacs, or 
weather wise journals, or at least they do 
not threaten us with more rain than usual 
jat the present time. 

It must be confessed, that under the dis: 
couraging circumstances, mining, and the

progress, which is so desirable. However,

Australian Confederation. 


A conference of the leading men of the 
Australian colonies was bela in Melbourne 
on the 4th of March. The primary object 
of which was to discuss ‘the ocean postal 
routes between Australia; and, England.— 
Representatives from Victoria, Central Col- 
ony, «New, (South Wales, South Austelia, 
Queenstown, New Zealand, and Tasmania, 
were present. After much discussion, it 
was decided to, maintain three lines, two 
of them yia the Overland route, and that 
vid Panama. To do this’ requires an .ex- 
penditure of $2,000,000 annually, $1,000,000 
of which they intend asking the Riglish 
Government to pay, and the colonies to pay 
the other $1,000,000, in the following pro- 
portions.» Vietoria, New Zealand, and New 
South Wales) one fourth each ; Queensland, 
one-seventh ; South Autralia, one-twelfth ; 
Tasmania, one-fiftieth, The delegates also 
decided upon the establishment of a Federal 
Council, to be composed of, two representa- 
tives of each colony, to whom any future 


questions affecting the Colonies generally 
should be referred. \ In order to bring their 
claims fully before the consideration of the 
British Government a memorial was drawn 
up, which’ is important as farhishing the 
most trustworthy proofs of the progress,

the year 1865 amounted to £85,000,000. 
Within thé last«sixteen years, the two col- 
onies of Victoria and New South Wales 
have produced a supply of gold amount in 
value to one hundred and itty millions 
sterling, fiye-sixths of which has been the 
produce @t Victoria alone. The colony of 
New South Wales has raised from the earth 
4,617,100 tons of coal, valued at £2,742,- 
224; alid her’ coal fields, north ‘and south 
of thé"port of Sydney, may be said to be 
inexbaustible. The colonies of New Zealand 
and South Australia are eminently favored 
in’tie rich variety of their resources; New 
Zedlanct has risen within the last few years 
fo an important position as a producer of 
gold and wool, In ten years the colony of 
South Australia has exported copper to the 
value of £4,751,638, while the produce of 
her corn-flelds is unsurpassed by other 
countries, The célony of Queensland, in | 
addition to her pastoral and mineral wealth, | 
has established by successful experiment 
her capability of growing both cotton and 
sugar.. Nor dre the) resources|of, Tasmania 
unimportant to’ the British Rmpire. Her| 
wool, grain and timber, with the oil of her 
whale fisheries, form a valuable part of\the 
Australian exports, These far-off colonies 
are rapidly increasing in wealth add in 
telligence. When confederated, as they 
will be before many years, they will form 
another influential Dominion, reilecting the 
power and glory of the British Empire.

From 
this article we léarn ‘hat, estimating: the 
population of England «ut 21,000,000, there” 
are 3,500,000 children brtween the ages of 
4 and 12, of whom 2,629,000 ought to be 
at school, and of whom 2,160,000 are, actu- 
ally in the schools. About seventy-five Pe 
cent of the schools are reported by the 
Government Inspector, to be ina satisfac; | 
tory state. There,are 93,200 scholars in 
the Wesleyan Day Schools, which are 
among the best in the kingdom, and on the 
whole.probably excel all others. It we add. 
to the above figures the great number of 
children attending select and higher schools, 
it will be seen that, Bngland has not been 
negligent of popular education. _ The 
Watchman quotes n well intormed clergy- 
mun as saying ; ¢ T venture to maintain that 
our present system, where it has'been ade-~ 
quately developed, has not been a failure, 
but a triumphant success, Our best ele” 
mentary schools may be fearlessly matehed 
against the elementary schools in the world.

Prisoner came on Monday to the house; | 
r husband went for him, A small man, not 
prisoner, came first; he came back again with | 
prisoner. Don’t know whether be gave any | 
medicine, The sick woman spoke of this man | 
{asthe Dr; he wentinto the room where my 
sister was with her husband; did not hear what 
was said; he gave the directions to her husband 
as to how to give the medicine; saw some bot 
tles; never saw her take any medicine, he W 
there not quite so long as half an hour; came 
back the next day. Saw no difference after she 
took the medicine than before. She had paios 
all over her. I think Mr, Waldron came every 
day until Dr. Hope came. Before Dr. Hope 
came prisoner had been gone an hour. Don't 
| know whether he took the bottles away or not. | 
}IT ama married woman. My sister had a mis-| 
carriage on the Wednesday following. Prisoner

MICHAEL LAVELLE, sworn—My wife tirat com- 
plained to me ona Friday. On that day she 
| sent me word. It was two weeks ago yesterday. 
I was at work in Kingston; got home Saturday 

morning. My wifecomplained to me she thought 
| she was getting the fever. On Monday she ask- 
ed me to go for a doctor, I started for Dr. 
Hope and met a man on the road; he sent me 
to prisoner. His name is Amy Ruws, There 
was asignup; [asked Kyle for the doctor, and 
went up stairs; saw prisoner and a young fel- 
low; talked to the young fellow first; I thought 
the young fellow was the doctor. The young 
| man went with me on Monday forenoon. When 
| We came back the young man said he would 
cure my wife for $t. In the afternoon both 
| men came ; the young man staid out, 
}the man (Mr, Waldren,) who gave my wife 
medicine. IT was present on Monday when 
prisoner gave my wife medicine. Hecame three 
times; he left medicine for meto give, He said 
to give of one kind seven drops; of the other 
eight drops, in a little bit of water. She had 
cramps and pains all the time; she complained 
of pains before she took avy atall, On Thurs- 
day, the last day he came, I asked him what he 
thought; he said he thought she would get bet- 
ter, 1 think on Tuesday she had a miscarriage ; 
I know it, because [ saw it myself. My wife 
asked me to go for Dr, Hope. I saw her yomit- 
ing on ‘nesday; don’t know who took the bot- 
tles away; Mr, Waldren took away two bottles; 
he gaye her two powders, He gave one powder 
on Tuesday and another on Wednesday; did 
not tell me what the powders were for; they 
were the only powders given, and were of a 
whitish color,

Oross-exarnmed,—The first time he was there 
on Monday afternoon, he brought a bottle of 
| medicine, and told me to give her a teaspoonful 
| of it whenever she wanted a drink; he had no 
| other medicine; he gave her a teaspoonful of it 
in water; I attended to my wife. He came on 
Thursday and left two bottles, one was ol a red- 
dish color, the other white, to be given every 2 
or S hours, seven drops of one and elght of the 
other. The young man came with him again. 
It was on Tuesday my wife had the miscarriage. 
I never paid prisoner anything; he never asked 
me to payhim anything. Dr, Hopecome in the 
middle of the week; he has been attending her 
| ever since; my wife had a miscarriage before, 
she was sick then, 


To Mr, CoLeman,—It wos after she had taken 
the second powder she had the miscarriage— 
that was on Monday. 

Dr. Hore, sworn,—Layelle called at my of- 
fice last Thursday week; I called at his house 
about 11 o'clock of that day; when [ saw his 
wife, the first glance led me to believe she was 
in a very critical state; some one then told me 
she had been ill about a week before a man was 
{called in, From examination of the patient, I 
satistied myself that an abortion had taken 
place, and the impression left on my mind, was 
that the patient was in imminent danger of los- 
ing her life; I asked for a consultation with 
other medical men. The state in which I found 
the patient might have been brought about 
by a variety of causes, almost any disease which 
would produce great debility, would bring her 
to that state, The impression on my mind, was 
that it was caused by the excessive loss of blood, 
following the abortion, and from the statements 
made to me by the use of drastic medicine.— 
Vomiting would haye a tendency to produce 
abortion, 


Cross-eramined.—One abortion frequently fol- 
lowed by another predisposes the patient to it.— 
There are drugs which if given, and continued 
| long enough, would produce abortion, The wo- 
man was weak both in body and mind. 


Dr, LISTER, sworn.--I was called upon, saw 
her In company with Dr, Tlope and Dr, Holden, 
on Thursday last week, she was then in a dying 
condition; haye not seen her since. From ex- 
amination, satistied myself then she had hada 
miscarriage or abortion, It might haye been 
the result of natural causes, or of the use of 
draistic medicines. Vomiting has a tendency to 
produce abortion, from the excessive debility 
of patient, thinks it arose from some unusual 
cause, 

Cross-examined.—-When & woman has bad one 
miscarriage or abortion, she js very likely to 
have another In our practice we often have 

difficulty to guard against it, Vomiting 
always has a tendency to produce abortion. The 
more debilitated the patient, the greater proba 
bility of thie result, severe pains in the back and 
abdomen would have a similar tendency during 
pregnancy, more particularly in ite early stages, 


The Crown Attorney asked prisoner to be re 
muanded for one week, on account of the wo- 
| man belng too ill to undergo an examination 
(both the medical gentlemen having stated ahe 
was in extreme danger and totally unfit to un 
| dergo an examination.) 


Mr, Dickson admitted the necessity for a re 
mand, but asked the Magistrate to accept bail, 
which was retused, He then asked leave to ex 
imine the witnesses whose names had been 
given to the Magistrate the day preylous, and 
was informed they had not been’subponead, be 
cause the Crown Attorney said he would not get 
through with his witnes to-day, 1 


Mr. Dickson then asked and urged his Wor 
{ship to give him an opportunity of producing 
witnesses, after hearing which his Worship 
could exercise his discretion, whether or no he 
would take bail. His Worship refused, saying it 
would make no difference what they ‘swore to 
that it was irregular, and that unless the Coun. 
ty Attorney would consent he could pot do it 
The County Attorney could not consent, and so 
the prisoner Was remanded for another week

position, Koroneos recovered the ground 
which he had lost, there was 4 louder and 
louder discharge of musketry from our 
rocky vantage point, and an advance o! 
Christians along the roadway with ringing 
cheers. We could sce the Turkish banners 
wayer and fall back rapidly, faster and fas- 
ter. They are in full divot, There is a 
shout of triumph from eyery side, “ Vieto- 
ry to the cross ?” And now our fire ceases, 
for we can no longer distinguish frend 
from toe, whilst down’ towards the plain 
goes crackling a brisk fusillade, The Turk- 
ish irregulars fly with goatlike activity, 
but their disciplined troops behave well, 
and fire at intervals during the retreat.- 
We can clearly make out a large reserve of 
Turks on the plain, with cavalry and cannon. 
It is useless to descend, But the Cretans 
have warmed to their work, and they pusb 
forward with loud shouts until they reach 
the lowermost range of rocks, Here they 
must pause, as we can well discern, for the 
guns and cavalry will bar their progress, — 
So it turns out ina very few minutes. There 
are white puffs of smoke, and there is 4 
whizzing of shells from the Turkish reserve. 
Then some horsemen moye quickly forward 
and some Egyptian infantry in white uni 
forms come charging up towards Monsoros, 
The Christians fall back before these new 
assailants, though not without a murderous 
fire to protect their retreat, The Egyptians 
charge resolutely on, and there is again a 
discharge frony our side of the valley. Yield- 
ing step by step, Koronseos and Korakas 
moved slowly out of reach. T must add 
that the Turks returned to Heracleum 
without any further attempt to explore the 
mountains.”

imbedded in the stone, and may not 
| to spoil the specimen by such rough treat 
ment. In such case let him pour a small 
quantity of clean quicksilver into the hol 
low of his hand, and in it bathe or rub the 
subject of his experiment. If it is gold, it 
will instantly assume the colour and ap- 
pearance of silver, from which it may be 
restored to its original aspect, by putting 
upon it a drop of nitric acid, which will 
dissolve the mereury, and leave the gold 
| untouched. ‘This may be removed after a 
| few seconds by washing in water, the iden- 
| tity of the gold established, and the speci- 
men unharmed, 

With respect to the value of the gold- 
bearing region which lies to the north ot 
us, I'am of opinion that between the Lake 
of the Thonsand Islands and the Georgian 
Bay of Lake Huron, there stretches a 
“mineral Belt,” or in other words a tract 
of the Laurentian and Lower Silurian for- 
mation, including what Sir William Logan 
has designated as the Huronian system,over 
a great part of which gold will be found in 
remunerative quantities, and which is also 
rich in other metals and minerals, such as 
iron, copper, lead, antimony, bismuth, sil- 
ver, whetstones, lithographic stone, phos- 
phate of lime, yellow ochres and other col- 
ouring matters, &e, But the developement 
of this region will require the aid of capi- 
tal and scieace united with the systematic 
and regulated application of labour: for 
the face of the country seems to have suf: 
iered too severe @ process of denudation, 
during the geological periods which have 
succeeded the epoch of its formation, to 
offer any very certain reward to the des- 
ultory efforts of those who rely solely upon 
their own exertions, with the aid of the 
piek, the shovel, and the washing pan, A 
few deposits of sand and gravel, and the 
beds of a few creeks and rivers, may indeed 
prove to be rich in alluvial gold, but accord- 
ing to appearances they cannot be of great 
extent, and must soom become exhausted. 


Even those too, who go to work ina 
| more systematic manner, must be informed 
that it will not do to follow the old fashion 
of crushing the quartz, and amalgamat- 
ing with simple mercury and cold water, 
but that in order to secure the best results, 
they must call in the aid of science, and 
obey the lessons of experience, which will 
teach them to adopt the method of extrac 
tion invented by Mr, Wyckoff, or that now 
in use among the practical miners of Colora- 
do, both of which are founded on correct 
chemical principles, and operate in practice 
with the happiest results. 


Wyckofi’s process consists in crushing 
and roasting the “quartz” with a portion of 
2ommon salt, and then placing 1t in a strong 
cylindrical yessel of cast iron which is made 
to oscillate sixty times in a minute, and in 
which it is subjected to the action of mer 
cury, and of a strong brine of common salt 
at a boiling heat. ‘The heat is maintained 
by a jet.of steam, which is made to pervade 
the mass and keep it in a state of constant 
{agitation, driving the mercury through it 
in the shape of spray, so that every particle 
of gold, however minute, is brought in con- 
tact with it, and subjected to its influence. 
| This method has proyed highly beneficial, 
| Mr. Wyckoff having extracted gold to the 
value of $180 per ton, from quartz which 
only gave $10 by the old process; and hay- 
ing taken from $50 to $120 in yalue from 
the “tailings” of the machines of the old

with depth. A fine sample of rubies and 
black sand was washed from the bed of one of 
the streams ; these are the usual accompanie- 
ments of gold, but owing to the water beiag 
so high, nothing like a fair trial could be made. 
There are several other places in this conces- 
sion, where black sand and rubies are to be 
found. In the eleventh concession there are 
very good indications of lead, and a number 
of large veins of pure quartz, which have the 
usual gold-bearing appearances. There are 
also immense beds of soap stone of great pu- 
rity, sufficiently to be of great importance in a 
commercial point of yiew.

The War of 1812-14

The campaign of 1812 had closed satisfac. 
torily for theBritish: The enemy had been 
foiled in every point, and experienced de- 
feat as well as humiliation, | With the per- 
tinacity of the race from which le is de- 
scended, great efforts were made to repair 
disasters, and he was aided in no ordinary 
degree by the too armistices ‘concluded be- 
tween Provost and Dearborn, and between 
Sheaffe and Smythe. To the former of these 
was owing the navy supremacy which the 
Americans obtained on the Lakes Ontario 
and Champlain, andito the latter the pre- 
paration of that Heet which subsequently 
defeated Barclay on Lake Erie, enabled 
Smythe to reorganize the army on thé Ni- 
agara frontier, and subjected’ that frontier 
to the aggressive efforts of that army at a 
later period. 

Whatever causes led to those foolish ar- 
raugements, or with what’ sentimental or 
humane objects they were effected, it is now 
needless to trace, Enough remains of the 
results arising therefrom to show that t ey 
led to the expenditure of much useless blood 
and treasure, and Were most mischievous 
in their effects on the issues of the (war, — 
The campaign of 1813 opened most aus. 
piciously for the British.. On the 22nd. of 
January, Proctor defeated General! Win- 
chester on the river Raisin, within’ twerity- 
six miles of Detroit, and captured himéelt 
and his whole command. Asthis' was the 
advance of the army Gen. Harrison was 
collecting for the recovery of the Michjean 
territory, that object was frustrated f@the 
present. On the 22nd of February, Ogdens- 
burgh was captured by Lieut.-Col, MeDon-

The enemy held possession of Y ork till 
the 2nd of May, doing much wanton mis- 
chief, especially destroying the public build- 
ings, and many private dwellings. 

Under conyoy of their feet, the whole 
army were transported to Niagara, while a 
squadron was detached to cruise off King- 
ston, General Vincent, who had succeeded 
to the command of the British troops, seen 
that an attack on Fort George Was inevita- 
ble, prepared to meet it with energy; but 
the overwhelming forces opposed to him 
rendered a successful def i porate, 
and after destroying the fort and public 
stores; he retreated to Queenstown with con; 
siderable loss, Having collected the whole 
of the force from Chippewa and Port Erie, 
he retreated to Burlington weights,near the 
head of Lake Ontario. Thus the Niagara 
frontier was abandoned to the enemy as the 
fruits of a series of blunders unequalled in 
the history of modern warfare. To counter. 
balance these series of disasters,.Sir James 
L. Yeo and Captain Barclay made a dash 
for Sackett’s Harbor, and in the very mo- 
ment of victory were ordered to abandon 
their conquest and re-embark the troops by 
Sir George Prevost, who accompanied them,

The Dominion of Canada. 


(rom a Supplement to the London Gazette.) 
BY THE QUEEN, A PROCLAMATION. 

For Uniting the Provinces of Canada, Nova 
Scotia, and New Brunswick, into one 
Dominion under the name of Canada. 

Whereas by an Act of Parliament, passed | 

on the twenty-ninth day of March, one thou- | 
sand eight hundred and sixty-seven, in the | 
thirtieth year of our reign, intituled ‘ An} 
Act for the Union of Canada, Nova Scotia, | 
and New Brunswick, and the government | 
thereof, and for purposes connected there- 
with,” after divers recitals it is enacted that 
“Tt shall be lawful for the Queen, by and 
with the advice of Her Majesty’s Most Hon: 
ourable Privy Council, to declare, by procla- 
mation, that on and after a day therein ap- 
pointed, not beiag more than six months after 
the passing of this act, the provinces of Can- 
ada, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick, shall 
form and be one dominion under the name of 
Canada, and on after that day those three 
provinces shall form and be one dominion 
under that name accordingly ;” and it is there- 
by further enacted, that “such persons shall 
be first summoned to the Senate as the Queen 
by warrant, under her Majesty’s royal sign 
manual, thinks fit to approve, and their names 
shall be inserted in the Queen’s proclamation 
of union.” We, therefore, by aud with the 
advice of our Privy Council, have thought fit 
to issue this our royal proclamation, and we 
do ordain, declare, and command that on and 
after the ist day of July, 1867, the provinces 
of Canada, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick, 
shall form and be one dominion, under the 
name of Canada, And we do further ordain 
and declare that the persons whose names 
are herein inserted and set forth are the per- 
sons of whom we have by warrant under our 
roys! sign manual thought fit to approve as 
the persous who shall be first summoned to 
the Senate of Canada.

Gold Crushing. 


We understand that Mr. P. Tarl 
Frankford, hus succeeded 1n obtaining tour 
acres of part of lot 17, at El Dorado, trom 
the Government, where he has commenced 
the erection of crushing works on an ex- 
tensive scule. Mr, Turley has secured the 
services of Mr. Albert Marsh, whio has just 
returned from California, and who has had 
a large practical experience In this kind of 
business. Some of the machinery is al- 
ready on the ground, and the Messrs. 
Brown, of Belleville, are completing at 
their foundry the remainder, which will be 
ready ina few days. Mr. Turley deserves 
credit tor his enterprise, and we hope he 
will be rewarded with abundant success, 
The gold crushing machine will be in 
Operation in afew days, when we will 
know how the quartz will turn out. 


Judge Aylwin. 


Mr, Justice Aylwin announced in open 
court thé other day, in Montreal, that he 
bad sent in his resignation to the Goyern- 
ment for the following reasons : 


“The Hon. Justice Aylivin, in giving his 
opinion upon the motion to reject the appeal 
in the matter of Morrison et al, appellants, 
and Dambourges, et al, respondents, stated 
that to use no stronger expression the motion 
should never haye been made, That the 
vounsel for the respondents had treated the 
Court to a lve d’erwiition, and taken up 
two hours of the precious time of the Court 
alltono purpose. Instead of treating the 
law which applied to the case, they cited most 
profusely law buck upon law buck which had 
no reference to the point atissue. It was to 
be sincerely regretted that the time of the 
Court should be spent in such a trivial man- 
ner when there were so many cases on the 
vole unheard. No man in the Province could 
expect to get justice under this system, There 
was nothing but delay. There were still 
eighty-two cases on the list to be heard, and 
80 far, although it wasthe fourth day of the 
term, only a few cases had been heard — 
The full term of the Court consisted of nine 
days, Out of this one Sunday must be de. 
ducted, and sometimes two, as in the present 
term, and very often a holiday occurred in 
the week, which also had to be deducted,— 
This was a very short period of time to 
transact some of the most important busi 
ness in the Province. Nevertheless it seems 
tohave been necessary to curtail this, The 
regular and fixed time for the opening of the 
Court of Appeals is 10 o'clock. However the 
lawyers can never meet before (11) eleven 
o'clock. Thenin the middle of the day, in 
conformity to a habit prevalent amongst our 
American neighbours on the other side of the 
line, a recess is requisite, and this consists of 
at least three quarters of anhour. That the 
hour of adjournment of the Court js four 
o'clock, and the minute hand has hardly indi- 
cated that hour when the Court adjourns.— 
‘The learned judge further stated that for his 
own part he was now ready, and had been 

ready ever since the firat day of the term. to 

ronounce judgment in every case on which 
he had presided, whether at Quebec or Mon 
treal, but forsome cause judgments were not 
rendered, That he, for his own part, was 
heartily tired and sick of this state of things 
that the country could not go on much lovger 
in this manner; that in consequence of the 
everlasting delay system he felt himself in du

Grand Trunk Railway. 


Fromva report just issued by the Direc: 
torsof the Grand Trunk Railway, it seems 
thata practical arrangement will shortly be 
arriyed at with respect to the better equip- 
ment of the Road, At a conference recent- 
ly held, between the directors and the Pos- 
tal and Military Bond-holders, the following 
resolution was adopted: “That it be 
recommended that powers be applied for 
in the ensuing session of the Canadian 
Parliament to coavert the Postal and Mili- 
tary; Bonds (say) £1,200,000, into Equip- 
ment Mortgage Bonds, bearing a fixed rate 
of interestot (say) 6 per cent, and to raise 
a further sum of £480,000 Equipment Bonds 
forthe purpose of the Company; the 
whole issue of these Equipment Mortgage 
Bonds then being £1,700,000, payable 1st, 
out of.the Rosfat and Military Revenue ; 
and 2nd, 1f need be, out of the general net 
income.” “That the Act be subject to the 
concert of Postal and Military Bond-hol- 
ders, and to a vote of three-fifths of the 
Bond and Stock-holders, present “at a 
special meeting.” “ Also that powers be 
applied for to change the ‘matte of the 
Company. fo the Canadian Railway Com 
pany. By this arrangement the Company 
would receive an amount of funds which 
would go far towards the provision uf an 
efficient rolling stock, while at the same 
time the preference capital would not be 
increased. Mr, Brypazs, in his late report

An Interesting Suit. 


A case ot a somewhat novel nature, and

Srr,—My, occupation; as an assayer, bring- 
ing’me much into contact-with those persons 
who are engagéd in prospecting the:northern 
townships of this and the adjoining Counties, 
for gold and’ and: other ‘metals, ‘I heye had 
more than ordinary,opportunities of o) 
an accurate knowledge. of their wants, and 
wishes, And the circumstances which have 
thus come tomy knowledge, haye, impelled 
me to address you on behalfof those men who 
are doing so much for the development of the 
mineral riches of the Province, .. 

It has been a source of much regret to me, 
to see men spending their time, their strength, h 
and their money, in the pursuit of that, which 
is, under present circumstances, no bettenthan 
an ignis fatus, simply because the conditions 
Which would make their labor profitable, do 
not’ éxist within, their reach. But ‘soit is. 
Scores of persons are expending their. ener- 
gies in mining, without any practical reaults 
beyond the finding of a few samples.of gold, 
just sufficient to encourage them to:persevere 
until their means and patience are ‘alike ex- 
hausted, and mey leave the district with bit- 
terness in their hearts, and curses on their 
lips; and heneo ‘arise such diatribes! as the 
Hamilton Zimes,and a few other journals 
have lately been indulging in, throwing! dis- 
credit upon ourdevelopments, and preventing 
the capitalists of our own and othér countries 
from bringing their means to aid in establish: 
ing the extensive and profitable industry 
which might thus be created. At the same 
time I have reason to’believe that in many 
cases these very men have thrown away, for 
want of the: means necessary to separate and 
secure it, sufficient of the precious’ metal to 
render them comfortable for the remainder of 
their lives); or at least to enable them to-pur 
sue further and more extensive investigations. 

The great want is the establishment of ma- 
chinery for crushing tha quarts, and al aey

We give below the remainder of the evi- 
dence in this case. 


Michael Lavelle. recalled;—There was no powdor ad- 
ministered until Tuesday afternoon; that was the pow- 
der that made her sleep; she did not vomit before that, 
I gave no more; I gave from the boitle next morning;

P. V. Dortanp, sworn.—l am a practitioner, One 
aboruon predisposes to unother, All that I can gay'in 
this case is hearsay. ‘The evidence given by Drs. Hope, 
Lester, and Holden was perfectly correct, but 1: doés not 
follow from their evidence that Mr. Waldron gave any 
medicine to produce abortion, but from Ur. Hope's and 
other evidence I consider she died Yrom natural causes. 
Tn connection with the matter read page 431, Tavlor’s 
Medical Jurisprudence, and 521, Bedford, on diseases of 
women and children. Any extra excitement would 
have a tendency tocauseabortion, Thereisno medium 
that I know of to produce abortion in so short a time. 

Cross-Examined,—I have been eleven years prac- 
titioner. Never saw Mra Lavelle. All m: Aes 
Igive from general principles and the evidence given 
by medical men, Ido not know if slie ever had'an abor- 
lion. Any medical man who suw her after the abortion 
would be better able to tell ine cause of death. 


Jases A. Deyiin, sworn —I am a medical practition- 
er. I have heard the testimony of Dr. Hope, Dr. Lister, 
Dr. Holden, Mr, Mullowny, Mrs, Mullowny and Dr. 
Dorland; it is my opinion the abortion was from natu 
ral causes, more especially if she had abortion before. I 
heard the testimony of Mrs, Mullowny, and think that 
the evidence of pulling st the stick would hayes great 
tendency to create abortion. IfI could find no other 
cause 1 should attribute it to the straining and polling 
t thae stick, 


Cross-oxamined.—I haye practiced between four and 
five years; Iam nota registered practitioner; I prac 
tice inthe City of London, Ihave been here two 
months; I have never seen Mrs, Layalle; Ido not know 
that she has had an abortion further than hearsay, 
mean to say that it is possible the abortion was cal 
by natural causes; I belieye itto beso.

to him, having understood that he intended 
to whip me, I turned tu go out when 
risoner stood against the door. I passed 
out; he tollowed me into the bar-room and 
struck me again in the face; struck me four 
times altogether. I asked him why he did 
it. He replied he had a whipping laid up 
for me, and would give it to me now. He 
took off hia coat. I[ asked him what that 
was for. 
him upon a horse case; he said if [would 
say I wasas goodaman as him, he would 
knock my head through the wall; he asked 
me What I had behind my back. He then 
took out a good-sized knife and swore he 
would cut my head off, split my back bone 
up, and let out my g—ts. I appealed to 
Duffy for protection, Prisoner threw up 
his arm in the attitude of striking, when 
Palliser took hold of his arm, and in _pull- 
ing it away got his hand cut.

Never told Albert Wicket, that if the | 
spring of my knife had been strong enough, 
I would have cut his jugular vein; know 
John Gilchrist, never told »im that he, wit- 
ness, had a knife, and that if Defendant had 
struck him, he would have used it, Never 
told Orin Baldwin that Lloyd had had me 
fined for selling liquor, and he would have 
satisfaction. 

JoHN PALLISER, sworn.—Was present | 
at Duffy’s on the 1st of January; met Pet- | 
tit coming into the room, took him then, 
and went out into the bar-room, after- 
wards met him in the bar-room, when Lloyd 
ran against us, Pettit said‘ Don’t do that,” | 
Lloyd threw off his coat, and took hold of 
Pettit, and told him to get round the stove ; 
saw Lloyd take out his knife; I took hold 
of him; he jerked his hand away, and cut 
my hand, I then went away and got my 
hand dressed; when I came back, I saw 
them have hold of each other down on 
their knees; they got up and Pettit struck 
him; they then clinched ; Pettit struck 
him; Lloyd turned him, when Pettit called 
out, take him off; I took him off, and some 
others put Pettit out. Heard no 
threats to kill by Lloyd. Lloyd said “Kill 
me, I want to die.” Icame out alone; 
Mrs. Duffy was in the room. 

Cross examined by Mr. Wallbridge.— Did 
not see Lloyd strike Pettit, when he came 
out, Hestruck me as much as Pettit; I 
thought nothing of it. 
. Ropert THompson,sworn.— Was present 
at Duffy’s, at the time referred to. After 
Pettit went into the sitting-room, saw Lloyd 
give Pettit a shove; after Pettit came out, 
saw Lloyd shove him again ; Pettit told him 
to behave himself, or he would get hurt; 
Lloyd then todk off his coaf; Pettit then 
took his knife out, opened it, and held it 
in his hand; I then went’ out; when I 
came in, Lloyd had Pettit against the wall 
with his knife out, and threatened to take 
his backbone out, and cut his throat; Pal- 
lirser then seized him; they were then 
parted ; Lloyd then went round the stove, 
and slapped Pettit’s face, and told him to 
treat or take a whipping; Lloyd then took 
hold ot him. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wallbridge.—The 
shove did not hurt any one. 

C. VawatLen, sw ortn.—Was.at Dafly’s on 
the 1st of January; was inthe sitting-room 
when Pettit came in, ‘ 

The evidence of this Witness: was in 
most respects similar to last witness. On 
cross-exatnination,’ he said Lloyd did not 
strike Pettit while in the sitting-room. 

F Srrkon ASHLEY, the next witness, corrob- 
orated the evidence of Thompson as to the 
row in the barroom, Witness said during 
the fight his dog and Pettit’s dog pitched 
into Lloyd and I separated them.

BURGLARY. 


QvzEEN vs, THomAs JoHNsTON AND WiL- 
LIAM VALLELY,—The prisoners were in- 
dicted for breaking into the shop of P. H. 
Hambly an@ stealing money therefrom. 


P. H, Hamaty, sworn.—Have a shop on 
Front Street. Was awake on Thursday 
night until 8. o'clock, went down to the 
shop, carrying alamp ; on entering the shop 
found a chair against the door; was the 
last toleaye the shop, and thought it 
atrange it should be there; examined the 
side door and heard it close ; opened it and 
shouted police, three or tour times, then 
shut it and bolted it, then roused the house; 
examined the cellar, then returned to the 
shop and found one of the tills broken op- 
en and the money that was left gone; ex- 
amined a large drawer, where the cash box 
was kept during the day, and found it op- 
en; then found that an entrance had been 
effected through one of the back windows, 
In the morning one of my young men went: 
out and found a brace, saying he found it 
near the gangway. The drawers had been 
opened boring on either side of the lock, 
and the wood chipped off. There was a 
tract on the table near the window through 
which the entry was made. Took the brace 
to Capt. James inthe morning. During 
the day,.on hearing that one of the Police 
Force called on me, I went to see him and 
asked him what he had to say. On the 
Sunday following Sergeant-Major Foxton 
called on me and asked me if I had any 
suspicions, and after a conversation steps 
were taken toarrest the prisoners. After 
some conversation between Sergeant-Major 

Foxton, the prisoners and myself they con- 
fessed being the parties, and were arrested 
shortly after. 


Cross‘examined by Mr. Jellett.—When 
arrested they were in my dining-room; it 
was understood between Foxton and my- 
self thdt they should be there; it was un- 
derstood that Capt. James should be within 
hearing. I gave prisoners to understand 
that I did not wish to do anything further 
in the matter if they would confess, Fox- 
ton said that from some remarks between 
himself and Benson, one of them asked if 
he thought I would settle the matter if he 
made u confession. I acquiesced in the 
idea that they should appear before me to 
make the confession, on the idea that I 
would settle it. Don't know that they 
were aware that Capt. James was to be 
there to arrest them.

have been one of the parties and came here to 
try and settle it with Mr. Hambly. Johnston 
said it was all the fault of drink. I then ar- 
reated them, and Hambly said might not this 
charge be withdrawn against these men. I 
said 1 had nothing to do with that. I then 
took them to the jail. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Dickson.—Heard 
Foxton holding out the inducement already 
detailed, Hambly made arrangements with 
me to come to the house, and described the 
particular window to which 1 was to go, and 
listen tothe conversation, All the conver- 
sation was one continuous act, Think the 
prisoners would not have made the confession 
to méif promises had not been made to them, 


PETER Fox Ton, sworn,.—Am Sergeant-Major 
of the Mounted Police. The two prisoners 
were part of the Mounted Police under my 
command, Went to see Valleley, and asked 
him if he had heard of the reports about him, 
he said he had, and had been adyised by one 
ofthe Police to mount his horse and go away ; 
I told him to stand his ground, Had some 
conversation with him about the robbery ; he 
would not admit it at that time; went and 
asked Hambly if he had any suspicion of the 
party, he replied that Valleley and Johnston 
were the only persons in that room the night 
before. Told him that Valleley had given 
me to understand that he was one of them. 
Hambly said he did not wish to punish them 
for reasons given, and that if I would go and 
tell them if they would come and make a 
clean breast of it, he would not push the mat- 
ter, I went and told them; Valleley replied, 
Iwas one who went in, They then went with 
me to Hambly’s, and Johnston there said, I 
am the other. This was afterI told him to 
tell the truth, Then Captain James came in ; 
I went to Hambly. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Dickson.—The con- 
fessions were made under the promise that 
they would not be prosecuted. This ended 
the case of the Crown. 

Mr, Jellett asked if there was any evidence 
to go to the Jury, ‘ . 
Mr. Coleman thought there was some slight 
evidence. ste ‘ 
The Jupen.—If there is any evidence at all, 
it is very strongevidence, He then informed 
the Jury, that the evidence produced on the 
part of the Crown, having been procured 
through and promise to prisoners of not prose- 
cuting them, could not be received, therefore, 
they would have to acquit.them, though 
there was little doubt of their guilt. A ver 
dict of “not guilty’ was then recorded— 
‘Turning to the prisoners, he said, the County 
Attorney having nothing more against you, 
you are dismissed, and let me tell you, you 
have escaped this time through the misman- 
agement of those connected with bringing the 
affair to light, who ought to have known bet- 
ter, He said he did not wish to be understood 
as referringto Captain James; but to Ser- 
geant Major Foxton, who ought to have 
known better, As for you Johnston, I do not 
pity youso much; but feel for your poor old 
father, upon whom you have brought this dis- 
grace, Let me recommend you now that you 
are again at liberty, to go to work and earn 
your living honestly, and not attempt to ap- 
propriate the property of others, During 
these remarks, Johnston was much affected, 


The Grand Jury made the following 
PRESENTMENT. 


We, the Grand Jurors of our Lady the Queen 

beg leave to present : That we have examined 

the old as well as the new dail, and find that the 
former is as well kept as the nature of the 
building will admit. With reference to the lat- 
ter, the Grand Jury are happy to be able to re- 
ort that it will supply a want long felt in this 
Jounty, namely—the proper classification of the 
prisoners; the arrangement of the building is 
such that it only requires proper management 
on the part of the officials fo maintain that very 
desirablé object. We would strongly advise the 
construction of a cistern over the new jail, 
with a view to supply the baths, and more es- 
pecially the water-closets, and also as a preven- 
tative against fire, by having hydrants in each 
yard, to which a hose could be attached. We 
would also respectfully recommend that an 
efficient system of drainage be adopted, where- 
by all the refuse from the water-closets and 
other places could be carried off to the main 
sewers of the Town. We also find complaints 
made by the prisoners as to the quality of the 
meat furnished by the contractor, the same be- 
ing at times unfit to eat. We also regret to 
state that we find one of the prisoners has re- 
celyed an injury from a lunatic confined jn the 
game compartment, and beg to suggest that he 
should be removed to a place by himself, or sent 
to the Provincial Asylum, ns at times he is re- 
ported extremely violent. Weare glad to find 
that the prisoners all express themselves much 
satisfied with the treatment received at the 
hands of the officials in charge, and render no 
further complaints, 

We beg to congratulate your Honor upon the 
extreme lightness of the criminal calendar for 
this Sessions, shewing ns it docs a remarkable 
decrease in crime.

ctive Fire. 


This morning about half past two o'clock, 
a tire was discovered in the bindery of Mr. 
E. Harrison, Front street, ‘The alarm was 
at once given, and in a few minutes after 
the steam fire Engine was on the ground 
with steam up ready for action. She was 
at once placed on the bunk of the river in 
rear of Ritchie’s store, and two branches of 
hose attached. Those in charge managed 
the steamer admirably, and she did ex- 
cellent execution. Tndeed, had the firemen 
had to depend upon the hand engine, we 
should have had to deplore a much more 
serious loas, as it would have been impossi- 
ble to have keptthe fire from destroying 
the buildings adjoining onthe north and 
south sides. As it is the fire has been very 
disastrous, involying a loss of from $15,- 
000 to $20,000. 


The fire had yot considerable heaaway 
when first discovered, and the combustible 
material in the bindery increased its 
ravages so rapidly that in a few moments 
it had communicated to the Daugerrean 
rooms of Mr, Boyce, and the law office of 
Mr, Ay R. Dougall, on the same flat. 
Scurcely anything in the bindery was saved. 
The furniture, instruments,&c,,of Mr. Boyce 
were all destroyed, and we regret to learn 
that he was uninsured. His loss is about 
$1,000. ‘Mr, Dougall succeeded, with the 
assistance of friends, in saying his valuable 
Law Library and nearly all his papers. 


The ground floor was occupied by Mr, 
Harrison as a Book and Stationery store, and 
by Messrs. George Ritchie & Co,, Dry Goods 
Merchants. A considerable portion of the 
goods in both stores was taken out and 
removed, but of course in a somewhat 
damaged condition. 

The upper portion of the building was. 
thoroughly gutted ; the lower portion, ow- 
‘ing to the continuous supply of water, was 
notso much damaged. The building was 
owaed by BR. Harrison, Esq., and was par- 
tially insured in the North British and Mer- 
cantile Co. His stock was insured in the 
same company. Mr, Ritchie's loss is cover- 
ed by insurance in the following companies: 
Western of England ; Commercial Union ; 
London Corporation, and North British, 

We regret to learn that a serious accident 
happened to one of the sons of Mr. Harrison. | 
While assisting in removing goods he was | 
overcome by the smoke, and before he reach- | 
ed the door, fell from exhaustion. He was | 
at once removed to the Anglo-American 
Hotel, where medical aid was procured, and 
everything was done that could be to re- 
lieve his sufferings. At last accounts he 
was still very low, but a great improyement 
had taken place in his condition, and hopes 
are entertained of his recovery.

which presents a red color in its metallic 
form. It 1s found in great abundance and 
in large masses on the shores of Lake Su- 
perior, in volcanic trap, where it is pene- 
trated by native silver, in the various forms 
of thread-like filaments, spangles, stars and 
nodules. It appears to be scarce, however, 
{in this district, the only instance in which 


found being in Belmont, where a fragment 

| was ploughed up a few years ago in a field 
near the Crow Lake ore bed, and as that 
was in the superficial sojl, most likely it 
had been carried thither by the agency of 
ice, or whatever it was that brought the 
boulder drift from its remote original site, 
to spread the debris of the far aorth over 
the face of our fields, Attempts have been’ 
made, indeed, to palm specimens from Lake 
Superior upon eager mine hunters as the 
veritable products of our own rocks, but 
they were too transparent to deceive any 
but the most ignorant and incautious. 


2nd, Copper Glance. Glassy copper ore. 
Copper and sulphur, Color and powder, 
blackish lead grey. Before the blowpipe 
boils up and fuses, giving a bead of metallic 
copper. Dissolves in heated nitric acid, 
and the solution when diluted with twice 
its bulk of water, coats the blade of a 
knife with copper if no grease interferes. 


8rd. Copper Pyrites:; Mundic, Copper, iron 
and sulphur. Colour, brass yellow; powder, 
greenish black ; surface often tarnished, dis- 
playing Various prismatic colors. Resembles 
gold more closely than any other ore, and is 
often mistaken for the precious metal, Jrom 
which it is easily distinguished by crumbling 
to pieces when cut with a knife. Acts much 
the same as the last described ore with nitric | 
acid, Plentifully diffused over thedistrict. | 

4th. Grey Copper. This is a compound 
substance, being composed of copper, sulphur, 
antimony, zinc, arsenic, iron, silyerand some- 
times gold, although the whole of those in-| 
gredients do not aiways occur in the same 
specimen. The color and appearance are 
something between plumbago and galena, 
Gives off sulphuric, arsenical and antimonial 
fumes before the blowpipe, and ultimately 
fuses to a bead of copper. Dissolves in nitric 
acid, and gives a brewnish green solution, 
Some fine examples of this ore have been| 
brought from Elzevir by the Hon Billa Flint. | 

5th. Malachite. Green carbonate of copper. 
Copper and carbonic acid, with water ; color, a 
very vivid light green, with darker shades | 
in spots and bands, Forms a beautiful. ma- 
terial for ear rings, snuff boxes and other | 
ornaments. In Russia, where it is found in} 
large masses, it is used for mantel-pieces, 
tables and even for palace gates, Occurs in 
this district in small masses, accompanying 
toher ores of copper. i 

6th. Variegated Copper Pyritesi Copper, 
sulphur and iron. Color, copper féd, pinch- 
beck brown, or dingy purple. Before the 
blowpipe becomes magnetic. Dissdlves in 
nitric acid, 

Most of the above ores are blotched with | 
bright green on the outside, and contain silver 
in varying proportions, Some of them ¢on-} 
tain gold and platinum. They are all found | 
within our district, There are several other 
ores of copper, but ‘as they are chiefly 
valued for their rarity, it is pot mecessary 
that Ishould notice them at length,

fashioned stripe. How these gentlemen 
were to reorganize the old Reform party 
was probably best known to the gentleman 
who originated the movement, but it was 
not so easily seen by the gentlemen to whom 
invitations were sent.

From our own Correspondent. 


BRiDGEWATER, June 14th, 


The weather during the week has been 
very fine, and everything in the way of ve- 
getation looks most promising ; but now we 
want, or fancy we want, a little of that rain 
at which a fortnight ago we were grumbling, 
Such is man—always complaining. It is 
evident that our being contented to take 
things as they come will be accomplished si- 
multaneously with the millenium. . 

We shall soon have telegraphic communi- 
cation, via Madoc, with the rest of the world. 
The instruments for operating are all here, 
waiting for the wires to’ be attached to them 
—this is expected to be accomplished by to- 
morrow night, as they are but a short dis- 
tance from us now, It will bea great accom- 
modation to farmers, miners and business 
men here, and will, I have no doubt, be ap- 
preciated and patronised. The erection of the 
poles has been attended by but one accident. 
Patrick Kehoe, 10th concession Madoc, while 


chopping yesterday to clear the way for the 
posts, had a tree fall on him, which caused a 
compound fracture of the leg. Medical aid 
was obtained from Madoc as speedily as pos- 
sible, but it is feared that amputation ‘will 
have to be performed.

EXTRAORDINARY MILITARY PREPARATIONS 
IN PROGRES! 


© Throughout the Eastern cities, as well as 
“in Chicago, there has for several weeks 
been unusual activity among the Fenians. 
*'T New York preparations have been and 
are making on a most extensive scale, and 
betoken the approach of some movement 
of extraordinary proportions. Fully aware 
“of the want of proper exertions to keep 
their object from public notice, which was 
the chief cause of the failure of the late 
raid on Canada, the leaders of the organi- 
ation have been carefully endeavouring to 
p all their plans secret, and to protect

Our correspondents keep the public fully 
advised of what is transpiring in the gold 
district, and, as every one will have noticed, 
their reports for the past month promise 
the most encouraging results. Gold in 
small quantities has been found in a num- 
ber of places, and so well satisfied are the 
owners of the property where prospecting 
has been going.on, that they have gone to 
work at a large additional expense in sink-

In the latter part of last. week, we are in- 
formed that a very fine show of gold was 
found at the Ballarat mine. The mine is 
within a short distance of the Cariboo 
mine, The miners struck a bedof gravel at 
the depth of sixteen feet, from which they 
washed fine samples of the precious metal. 

At the Cariboo mine work is progressing 
with the most encouraging indications. 
Some of the rock and gravel in which the 
gold was found was taken to New York a 
short time since and assayed, and it was 
found so rich that the Company have gone 
to work with renewed energy to make 
more thorough explorations. 


We are informed on good authority that 
during the past few months, the Geological 
Department has expended some $3,000 in 
testing and assaying the different ores and 
minerals in the gold district, and that their 
report, which will shortly be published, | 
will be in the ‘highest degree satisfactory. 
The report will show that the rocks on the 
east side of the Richardson mine,where the 
first excayations were made, will pay for 
crushing ; and in’ other matters the report 
will confirm the opinions repeatedly ex- 
pressed by Californians and Australians, 
that the Hastings District wall turn out to 
be one of the richest gold districts in the 
world.

THE FENIAN LANDING AT DU NGARYVAN. 


“A letter from Dublin dated the 4th says" 
The Fenian landing at Dungarvan has 
caused a sensation in that part of the coun- 
try. The coast-guard are always on the look- 
out, and, from their elevated positions, they 
sweep the whole surrounding sea in the 
range of their telescopes. Those stationed 
at Fratvick’ in the county of Waterford, 
observed a strange vessel, which was hover 

‘ ing about the coast. She pressed a hooker 
into’her service, which brought forty or fifty 
men to Cunnegar, a tongue of land standing 
into the bay. The men had to wade up to 
their waists in order to reach the shore.— 
They then dispersed in various directions. 
Information of the fact was conyeyed to 
the police, and without delay, says a cor- 
respondent of the Jrish Times,—“ All that 
were ayailable were despatched to Helvick 
on the cars. Four men were arrested, and 
the saturated state of their clothing bore 
out portion of the coastguardsmen’s state- 
ment. When searched, some documents, 
the nature of which has not transpired, were 
found with them, and one had in his posses- 
sion a revolver. An order has been issued 
for the presence of the police from the coun- 
“try stations, There is a guardof eight tully 
‘equipped soldiers. ready for immediate 
“march on the ramparts. Though Dungar- 
yan preserved itself from Fenianism 
throughout, on this occasion there appeared 
‘to be a marked tendency in favor of the 
Fenians among the roughs, who hissed the 
lice, and endeavored in every way to 
obstruct them.

. Norwegian brigantine,which was compeiled 
to Jand them on the Irish coast.on account 
ofshortness of provisions, But they refused 
togive thename of either of the vessels, and 
‘they had luggage such as emigrants would 
have onso longayoyage. They submitted 
to be arrested and searched with thé great- 
est good humor, and seemed to enjoy, the 
thing immensely, laughing and singing the 
whole way to Dungarvan, They are not 
dike labouring men or Irish farmers’ sous, 
‘Several.of them had discharges from the 
‘Arherican army, but no documents to con- 
‘nect them:with the Fenian organization.— 
They were all comfortably, and many re. 
spectably clad, and they are, with scarcely 
an exception, fine athletic fellows, with a

The exploration last year covered por- 
tions of Elzevir, Madoc, Tudor and Lake, 
and assays that have been made show that 
gold is widely distributed over these town- 
ships, that in some places the quartz will 
yield 50 cents per ton, in others $6 to $7, 
and so on, to the extraordinary yield of the 
Richardson mine. 

These facts are of the highest importance, 
and will be encouraging to owners of pro- 
perty in the gold district. They show con. 
clusively that the gold region embraces a 
very large extent of territory, and: that 
gold, in paying quantities, is found in a 
great many parts of the district.

Mr. Wood, chairman of the Committee on 
Gravel Roads, presented the following report: 


That the work done on thé different lines of | 
road is progressing favorably, and with a fair) 
prospect of meeting the requirements of the 
travelling community. 

Owing to the-wet spring, the roads have re- 
quired more extensive repairs, up to this date, 
than for the same period last year. And the) 
Committee have been compelled to call into 
requisition the services of the County Surveyor, 
who, for a part of the season, has been acting in 
the same capacity as the County foremen. 

‘The road from Belleville to Madoc has been 
uuusually bad this spring, from the extraordi- 
nary amount of travel that has passed over it, 
owing to the gold excitement; and special re- 
pairs haye been made in.consequence. The 
same may be said of the Marmora and Hunger- 
ford roads. 

Since the last meeting of the County Council 
the Committee have determined to provide the 
men with tents and the necessary cooking ap- 
pare 80 as to avoid the great inconvenience 

itherto found in securing convenient boarding 
places, and also with reference to money in the 
cost of board. 

The foremen at present are at work on the 
Marmora and Smithville road, but will, during 
the ensuing week, be sent to the Hungerford 
and Stirling roads. 

Repairs haye been made on the Madoc and 
Belleville, Canifton and Belleville, Trenton and 
Frankford, Belleville and Frankford, Belleville 
and Trenton, Belleville and Stirling, Stirling 
and Marmora, and Madoc and Tudor roads. 

The Committee would respectfully call the 
attention of the Council to the fact that the re- 
pairs on the roads during the spring have in 
many instances not been so cheaply done as 
they would Laye been if left later in the season ; 
but that owlng to the necessity for the work 
your Committee had no choice in the matter. 

Council resumed into Committee of the 
Whole on Ways and Means, 


The report of the Committee appointed to 
enquire into the matter of the relation of 
Trenton to the County, was read, as follows ; 

They have carefully considered the peculiar 
position in which the Village of: Trepton is 
placed by the depreciation of property in the 
said village for the last two years, 

That they are of opinion that the case of 
Trenton is an exceptional one in this County, 
and should have relief from the County. 

They recommend that the sum of $1,000 be 
remitted from the claim held against Trenton 
for the years 1864, 65 and 66.

Norman, that the report of the Committee 
appointed to consider the position of the vil- 
lage of Trenton with regard to the taxes of 
1863, 64 and 65, be adopted, 


Mr. Frizzell thought the statute did not 
give thé Council any power to remit any part 
of the taxes levied to assist municipalities. 

Mr. Flint considered that the Council had 
a right to relieve debtors to the County from | 
the payment of the sums due, } 

Mr. Wood read a clause in the statute, | 
which, he contended, empowered them to 
remit taxes in such cases. | 

Mr. Graham was convinced, from the evi- | 
dence adduced by the Reeve of Trenton be- | 
fore the Committee, that the Village of 
Trenton had been charged with a larger pro- 
portion of the County taxes than was just, 
and thought that the law gave them power 
to remit the proportion so overcharged. 

Mr. Farley thought the Council had full 
power to alter or amend the By-Laws under 
which the money was levied, | 

The Reeve of Trenton gave explanations 
respecting the financial position of Trenton.

ANOTHER EnGiiso STEAMER Finep ar

Srr,—Gold, silver and copper having each 
| received its proper share of attention so far 
| as the scope and purpose of these letters re- 
| quire, I now come to the consideration of 
Lead, which, from the frequency of its occur- 
rence and the profitable yield of its ores ia 
the furnace, seems to me to occupy the’ next 
place in comparative importance among our 
minerals ‘ é 

The form in’ which lead iscommonly found 
is what is known as galena, a compound of

8 portion of other metals also in combination 
with sulphur, or, as more properly expressed, 


galena is thus found to contain are antimony, 
iron, arsenic, copper, silver and sometimes & 
little gold. ’his ore can scarcely be mistaken 
for any other substance, being distinguished 
by its weight, which ‘is nearly that of the 
metal itself; by its lead-like'color, and by the 
ease with which it splits up intosmall cubical 
blocks, keeping that distinctive form until re- 
duced to an almost impalpable powder, so 
that galena is perhaps the most easily recog- 
nizable of all the metallic ores, as mundic, or 
fron pyrites, sometimes assumes the color 
and much of the appearance of gold, and 


sometimes of silver, which galena never does. 

Besides this, its principal ore, lead is found 
in combination with tellurnum, vanadium, 
oxygen, sulphuric, carbonic, phosphoric and 
molybdic acids ; and it also forms.distinctive 
compounds with antimony, arsenic, selenium 
and silver, but as these ores are.scarcely to be 
considered as proper lead ores,I shall not} 
describe them more particularly. 


Galena is easily reduced to the metallic 
state, simple heating in an iron pan with a} 
| few old nails or scraps of iron, and a mixture 
of potash and wheat or rye flour, about six 
parts of the latter to one of potash. In this 
Way one may come at a rough estimate of the 
quantity of metal in any galena he may meet 
with. If, however, the ore is much mixed 
with quartz, lime, or carbonate 9r sul- 
phate of baryta (heavy spar) it must be treat 
ed in a different manner, and’an assay should 
be made by a practised assayer, which course 
should also be adopted to ascertain what 
amount of silver is present. 


Lead, ip one shape or another, is found in 
almost every geological formation, from the 
| gneiss of the Laurentian system, to the 
mountain limestone of the Coal measures, 
and in workable quantities in them all, It 
has this peculiarity, that where theore is too 
poor in lead to pay for working, it yields 
enough in silver to make up the difference 
while the ore which is richer'in lead gener 
ally contains but little silver. When com 
bined with antimony and arsenic in the pro 
| portion of 10 to 80 per cent, it ceases to be 
an ore of lead, and is worked as a silver ore, 
often containing 5-to.10 per cent of silver, 
and in some cases as much as 20 per cent 


It is the opinion of many practical miners, 
who have worked in the lead mines of other 
countries, that that branch of mining indus 
try cannot be profitably carried on in this 
district; for they say that appearances indi 
cate that the uppér part of the lodes have 
| been removed by the force, whatever it may 
| have been; which at some former epoch has 
{ ground down and carried away the superior 
| portion of the beds of rockin which the 
velns occur, and that only the lower part o. 
} the lodes are left. This, they argue, is evi 

dent from the fact that the veins and pockets 
generally diminish as they are followed down 
| wards, and “run out” at @ comparatively | 
little depth, And also from the quantity of 
galena which is found in detached masses | 
scattered over the:surface, or included in the | 
| diluvian gravel, which is deposited widely | 
throughout the digtrict, Whether this opin 
jon is well or ill-founded, time alone can de 
| termine. In the meantime, I would suggest 
| that this valuable mineral should'not be lost ;

They were released and bore 
nway With aloud cheer for home ; but they 
were so reduced in strength as to be almost 
incapable of working the ship, The dread- 
ful scurvy increased in violence on the 
sudden change from the frosts of the ice- 
pack to the damps and fogs of the open 
water, The ‘tween-deck was in a fearful 
state from the sleeping-berths which had 
been almost constantly coated with ice, 
now becoming thawed and dripping wet. 
They had stripped the ship of almost 
everything inflammable, and so they were 
unable to make any fire below, and many of 
the crew lay in their berths unable to help 
themselves or each other, and as all who 
were capable of duty were constantly call- 
ed to the work upon deck, and that. finish- 
ed, they were so fatigued as to be just able 
to craw! to their beds. The unfortunate 
sick men were almost dependent upon the 
ship’s cook, who sat up night and day try 
ing to afford them some reliet by feeding 
them with soaked biscuit and a thin soup 
made from his scraps, which he had saved 
for the purpose.
